Class  Changes 
To  Cease 
After  Monday 

All  students  planning  to 
change  their  registration  must 
do  so  before  Oct.  17,  according 
to  Don  Nelson  of  the  registration 
department. 

The  regulations  for  dropping 
and  adding  classes  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

CHANGES  IN  registration  may 
be  made  only  with  the  approval 
of  the  instructor  and  the  dean 
of  the  student’s  major  field.  Of- 
ficial change  of  registration 
cards  are  obtain^^ppp_thp  Of- 
fice of  Admission  and  Records. 

After  being  properly  signed, 
these  cards  must  be  turned  in 
within  three  days.  A fee  of  $1 
is  charged  for  each  change  of 
registration. 

LATE  REGISTRATION  will 

also  end  Oct.  17.  No  student  may 
register  after  that  date.  Students 
taking  classes  on  the  block  plan, 
either  the  first  or  second  half  of 
the  semester,  should  remember 
that  they  cannot  change  those 
classes  after  Oct.  17.  No  block- 
plan  classes  may  be  added  or 
dropped  after  that  date  without 
receiving  a failing  grade. 

Any  person  dropping  a class 
in  religion  following  the  initial 
registration  must  also  add  an- 
other, class  in  religion  or  present 
dean  of  the  College  of  Religious 
Education  officiallly  excusing 
him  for  that  semester. 


ASBYU  Senate  Places 
IOC  Court  in  Position  2

The  first  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Associa- 
ted Students  of  the  Brigham  Young  University  was  passed 
by  the  BYU  Senate  at  a special  meeting  called  for  Wednes- 
day night.  ’ 

The  amendment  which  was  passed  set  the  Inter-Organ- 
izational Council  up  as  a separate  body  under  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  not  merely  as  a writ  of  the  Executive  Council. 

THE  AMENDMENT  also  states  that  the  judicial  auth- 
1 ority  of  the  IOC  shall  be  vested  in  the  IOC  Court.  The  IOC 
| Court  would  then  have  the  power  to  settle  controversies  be- 
I tween  member  organizations,  between  organizations  and  in- 
' dividuals,  and  to  hear  proceedings  on  violations  of  IOC  rules 
| or  university  rules  by  member  organizations. 

Under  the  amendment,  this  court  and  its  functions  will 
be  established  by  law  as  provided  for  in  Article  IV  of  the 
Constitution.  Friday  an  open  forum  will  be  held  to  allow  the 
studentbody  to  discuss  the  amendment.  The  studentbody  will 
then  vote  upon  the  amendment  during  freshman  elections. 

ALSO  PASSED  WAS  a motion  allowing  the  Senate  mem- 
bers to  sit  together  in  a reserved  block  of  seats  at  certain 
basketball  and  football  games.  The  reasoning  behind  this 
motion  was  that  the  student  leaders  worked  so  hard  that 
they  were  entitled  to  a little  reward. 

An  attempt  is  to  be  made  to  secure  tickets  for  both 
home  games  after  Homecoming.  It  this  is  impossible,  the 
Senate  decided  they  wanted  tickets  for  the  Wyoming  game. 
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Unsigned  editorials  are  the  objective  thoughts  of  the  editor 
written  to  inform,  influence  and  entertain.  The  editor  assumes 
personal  responsibility  for  matter  therein  contained. 


Voting  — Are  You  Ready? 

Vice  President  Richard  Nixon  and  Senator  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy will  face  each  other  once  again  this  evening  in  their 
third  televised  debate. 

Viewing  will  be  an  estimated  65  million  people,  many 
of  them  learning,  for  the  first  time  the  real  differences  be- 
tween America’s  two  political  parties. 

The  encounter  will  be  one  of  the  most  technically  com- 
plicated broadcasts  in  communications  history.  Since  neither 
will  be  in  the  same  city,  their  images  will  be  fused  on  TV 
screens  as  they  speak  with  a continent  separating  them. 

All  of  this  points  up  the  outstanding  feature  of  this 
year’s  elections — seldom  have  presidential  candidates’  been 
so  much  in  the  public  eye,  and  according  to  news  analysts, 
never  has  there  been  so  much  interest  in  party  platforms. 

News  coverage  of  the  two  is  greater  than  it  ever  has 
been  before — but  with  all  this,  most  experts  doubt  if  there 
will  be  a record  vote.  Public  apathy,  they  say,  is  still  too  high. 

Since  most  BYU  students  will  have  to  vote  by  absentee 
ballot,  now  is  the  time  for  them  to  take  action. 

Here  is  what  must  be  done  to  vote  by  absentee  ballot: 

If  you  are  an  out  of  state  voter,  you  should  write  to  the 
county  clerk  in  your  home  county  explaining  that  you  want 
to  vote  absentee.  Since  each  state  has  different  laws  controll- 
ing these  ballots,  in  some  states  it  may  already  be  too  late 
to  vote.  Your  county  cllerk  will  be  able  to  assist  you. 

In  Utah,  if  you  have  lived  in  Utah  one  year,  in  Utah 
County  four  months,  and  in  Provo  60  days  by  election  day 
you  are  eligible  to  vote  in  Provo. 

If  you  have  registered  in  another  city  already  and  nc 
longer  live  in  that  voting  district,  you  may  have  your  regis- 
tration changed  to  Provo.  Remember-  however  you  must 
register  before  you  can  vote;  Three  more  days  have  been 
set  aside  in  Utah  for  registration  Oct.  18,  Nov.  1 and  Nov.  2. 
If  you  cannot  be  in  your  home  city  in  Utah  on  one  of  these 
registration  days,  you  can  register  at  the  county  clerk’s 
office  in  your  home  county  any  other  days. 

To  vote  absentee  ballot,  write  to  the  county  clerk  where 
your  registration  is.  He  will  send  you  an  application  for  ab- 
sentee ballot,  which  you  must  take  down  to  “a  person  author- 
ized to  give  oaths”  in  Provo  and  mark  it  in  his  presence  It 
will  then  be  sent  to  your  home  voting  precinct  district. 

These  procedures  have  been  set  up  to  protect  our  most 
precious  right.  Let’s  take  advantage  of  them.

A crowd  of  thousands  was  on 
hand  as  Roland,  his  wife  Rho- 
da,  son  Mark,  13,  and  daughter 
| Marcia,  9,  emerged  from  the 
shelter  at  the  Northland  shop- 
ping center. 

The  Rolands  had  lived  in  a 
fishbowl  atmosphere  since  en- 
i tering  the  shelter  last  Saturday 
since  one  wall  of  the  shelter  was 
j made  of  glass '• 

| "I  wouldn’t  want  to  do  it  ag- 
ain, but  we  managed  all  right,” 
said  Mrs.  Roland. 

The  food,  she  said,  “was  ter- 
rible.” The  family  had  $88 
worth  of  food  in  the  shelter 
when  they  entered  but  it  was 
mostly  packaged  and  canned 
goods  and  “It  just  wasn’t  appet- 
izing,” Mrs.  Roland  said. 

She  said  her  daughter  “Exist- 
ed mostly  on  soda  pop  and  can- 
dy ’ and  that  her  husband  lost 
“at  least  five  pounds”  during 
the  week. 

Also  making  things  difficult, 
she  said,  was  the  lack  of  bath- 
ing facilities.  “The  first  thing  I 
want  to  do  is  get  into,  a bath- 
tub,” she  said  after  emerging 
from  the  shelter.

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Hunting  Season  Nears; 
Conservation  Important

Fishing-  and  hunting  is  a product  that  sells  itself.  Few 
of  us  need  much  urging  to  get  out  and  catch  a trout  or  bag  a 
pheasant. 


Conservation,  the  combined  sciences  that  sustain  the 
many  things  necessary  for  the  existence  of  all,  doesn’t  sell. 
While  hunting  and  fishing  gains  more  and  more  advocates, 
conservation  does  it. 


THE  PUBLIC  demands  driver  education,  musical  educa- 
tion and  physical  education  in  our  schools  but  there  are  few 
demands  for  conservation  education.  If  they  do  demand  it, 
the  results  often  maken  it  appear  that  “Bambi”  was  used  as 
the  text. 


Too  many  of  our  youngsters  grow  up  with  the  idea  what 
they  can’t  use  up,  burn  up  or  kill  they  should  smother  with 
empty  beer  cans. 


WATCH  A FISH  truck  moving  along  a stream,  pausing 
here  and  there  to  let  a man  put  a netfull  of  trout  in  the 
water.  Is  this  conservation?  Many  people  think  so.  Once  this 
stream  had  lots  of  bends  and  pools  along  its  course.  Beaver 
ponds  saved  water  for  dryness  of  late  summer.  Fishing  was 
good.  All  these  things  slowed  the  flow  of  water  to  the  irriga- 
tion ditches  below.

Crops  we  did  not  neqd  required  water  faster  than  the 
stream  could  deliver  it.  So  the  bends  were  straightened,  the 
the  pools  filled  in  and  the  beaver  dams  blasted  out.  When 
nothing  else  worked  concrete  raceways  were  installed  to  speed 
the  water  on  its  way  to  the  valley. 

BIGGER  CROPS  were  grown  while  prices  shrank.  But 
the  land  was  not  well-drained  and  the  fields  became  boggy 
and  white  with  alkali.  Sedges  and  saltgrass  took  command. 

Up  in  the  canyon  water  had  no  chance  to  linger.  The 
soil  didn’t  have  time  to  soak  much  of  it  up  any  more.  Forage 
grew  less  abundantly.  Springs  dried  up.  Game  dwindled.  Live- 
stock were  thinner  at  the  end  of  a grazing  season  than  they 
• were  at  the  start  As  plants  decreased  water  ran  of  the  slopes 
faster  and  faster.  The  stream  was  muddy  most  of  the  time. 
Reservoirs  built  to  conserve  water  began,  instead,  to  conserve 
mud.  In  late  summer  the  stream  went  dry. 

THE  LOCAL  ROD  and  gun  club  became  aroused.  The 
fishing  wasn’t  any  good ! 

So  the  fish  truck  began  making  more  trips  up  the  can- 
yon. Now  the  stream  lacked  many  of  the  things  that  trout 
need  to  survive.  The  aroused  sportsmen  were  satisfied 
though.  They’d  gotten  some  action  out  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Department!  They  were  conservationists!  And  you  know, 
a lot  of  people  believed  them. 

THESE  PEOPLE  meant  well.  Some  of  them  were  close 
to  the  real  reasons  their  fishing  was  ruined.  Sadly  enough, 
“close”  counts  in  horseshoes  but  not  in  conservation.  Solving 
a problem  in  conservation  consists  of  destroying  the  cause, 
not  the  result. 

Today  publicly  owned  ranges  are  being  ruined  by  pri- 
vately owned  livestock. 

MANY  COMMUNITIES  and  industries  daily  flush  the 
vilest  sort  of  filth  into  our  waters.  Public  lands  and  waters-' 
are  constantly  in  danger  of  being  grabbed  for  private  uses. 
Land  is  developed  for  one  use  with  no  thought  to  the  impact 
that  use  will  have  on  other  uses. 

Any  sound  conservation  program  needs  interest,  thought, 
constructive  critisism  and  action. 

Criticism  that  follows  the  line,  “They’ve  killed  all  the 
deer,”  or  “Why  don’t  they  plant  fish?”  are  for  the  legions 
of  beer  can  throwers. 

Fish  plus  Game  does  equal  thought,  and  thought  equals 
Fish  plus  Game. 


Cats  Have  Five  Players 
From  State  of  Arizona 


PITTSBURGH,  Oct.  12  (UPI) 
— Stubby  Whitey  Ford’s  shutout 
pitching  and  the  thunder  of  the 
New  York  Yankee  bats  buried 
the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  the 
worst  ’ shutout  defeat  in  World 
Series  history  today,  12-0,  to 
send  the  classic  into  a sudden 
death  seventh  game. 

Records  tumbled  all  over  an- 
cient ivy-covered  Forbes  Field 
as  Ford  scored  his  second  shut- 
out of  the  Series  after  only  three 
days  rest  by  pitching  a seven- 
hitter  which  squared  the  Series 
at  three  games  each. 

It  was  little  Whitey ’s  14th 
World  Series  appearance  and  it 
was  a gamble  by  Manager  Casey 
Stengel,  undecided  until  game 
time  whether  to  use  Ford  or 
Bullet  Bob  Turley  in  this  do-or- 
'die  contest. 

OLD  CASEY  chose  the  little 
southpaw  and  Ford,  staggering 
at  times  during  the  early  inn- 
ings, pulled  himself  together  and 
scored  the  seventh  Series  vic- 
tory of  his  career  to  tie  a mark 
held  jointly  by  two  other  Yan- 
kee greats — Red  Ruffing  and 
Allie  Reynolds. 

And  the  Yankees,  growling  at 
themselves  before  the  game  for 
trailing  a team  which  they 
thought  they  should  have  beat- 
en long  since,  gave  their  little 
clutch  ace  more  than  enough 
help. 

Handing  the  Pirates  a third 
trouncing  over  the  six  games 
thus  far  played,  they  ran  their 
total  runs  for  the  Series  to  a 
record  46  and  their  hits  to  a 
new  mark  of  78 — rubbing  out 
the  43-run  total  of  the  1936 
Yankees  and  the  74-hit  total  of 
the  1912  Giants. 

AND  LITTLE  Bobby  Richard- 
son, driving  in  three  runs  with 
a pair  of  triples,  ran  his  runs 
batted  in  total  to  a record  12 — 
breaking  the  record  of  10  set  by 
Yogi  Berra  in  1956  and  tied  last 
year  by  Ted  Kluszewski  of  the 
Chicago  White  Sox. 

But  it  was  Ford,  in  the  midst 
of  the  cascading  records,  who 
did  the  job  before  a crowd  of 
38,580  sorrowful  spectators  and 
won  it  all  by  himself  by  knock- 
ing in  the  very  first  Yankee  run 
in  the  second  inning — the  only 
run  he  really  was  going  to  need. 

Yet,  in  a way,  it  was  a costly 
victory  for  the  Yankees,  because 
it  cost  them  the  services  of 
catcher  Elston  Howard.  He  was 
struck  on  the  right  hand  by  a 
pitch  by  loser  Bob  Friend  in  the 
second  inning  and  went  out  of 
the  Series  with  a fracture. 

HOWARD  was  struck  on  the 
right  hand  by  one  of  Friend’s 
pitches  to  fill  the  bases  but  had 
to  leave  the  game  and  x-rays 
showed  his  hand  had  been  frac- 
tured. Eli  Grba,  the  only  man 
on  both  teams  who  hadn’t  seen 
Series  action,  finally  got  in  as 
a pinch  runner.  Richardson 
flied  to  shallow  center,  the  run- 
ners holding,  and  Ford  helped 
his  own  cause  with  a single  off 
Friend’s  glove  which  scored 
Berra.  Cletis  Boyer  ended  it  by 
striking  out  and  the  Pirates  still 
were  hopeful. 


FRIEND,  who  lost  the  second 
game,  never  had  a chance  in  this 
one  as  the  outraged  Yankees 
rose  up  and  clobbered  six  Buc 
pitchers  for  a total  of  17  hits 
including  three  triples  and  four 
doubles! 


It  was  a bright,  sun-washed 
day  and  the  partisan  fans  cram- 
med into  the  ancient  ball  park 
greeted  the  Bucs  with  an  opti- 
mistic roar  as  they  took  to  the 
field  in  an  attempt  to  close  out 
the  series. 


THE  COLD-EYED  Ford  had 
other  ideas.  They  touched  him 
for  only  seven  hits,  two  in  the 
first  inning  and  little  Whitey 
stopped  them  cold  and  sent  the 
Series  into  its  seventh  and  final 
game  • tomorrow.
